Transportation. 
The wasteful exploitation of our 
natural resources in the selfish pur­ 
suit of profit in production has been 
duseussed under the titles of [.and. 
Forests, and Mineral Fuels. 
Trans­ 
portation furnishes another example 
of a great public service being out­ 
rageously abused in the interest of 
private profit. 
The early immigrants to 
Texas 
came overland by private conveyance, 
the covered wagon, drawn by mule, 
j horse or ox team. The ox and mule 
team to the covered wagon was also a 
jslow but simple means of transporting 
j goods from the seaboard to the in­ 
land settlement. 
Ranching was the 
most common means of UvellhooflJ 
but hunting and fishing were by no 
means to be considered merely as 
recreations. 
As the country devel­ 
oped, stage routes were established 
for travel, and wagon trains were 
the chief means of transportation for 
farm products to the seaboard and 
for commercial commodities back to 
the imand towns. 
The writer has a 
vivid recollection of the old stage 
coach and the long trains of Chihua­ 
hua wagons, each drawn by a team 
of fourteen to eighteen mules, as they 
toiled along the present route of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad from San 
Antonio to La git* Pass tnrough Cas­ 
troville and Uvalde, forty years ago. 


But the growing population and 
the demands of a growing civilization 
soon attracted the attention of pro-t 
motors who were ready to put rail­ 
roads across the state and make the® 
people pay for them directly while 
they should 
become 
the 
personal 
property of the promoters. Just as 
our natural resources have been ex-1 
ploited for private profit, so have the 
means of transportation been devel- j 
oped, not as a public service, but as 
a matter of private profit. The rail­ 
roads in Texas wt*re built and equip­ 
ped at the direct cost of the people. 
J 
Th“ rights of way were granted 
free through country and town and 
title either given direct by the land 
owner or paid for out of the bonus 
nut up by the public spirited citizens, 
a necessary means of getting the rail-! 
roads. 
This bonus was demanded of 
the citizenship in much the 
same 
way as the robber barons 
of 
the 
middle ages would capture a city and 
demand a ransom or else destroy the 
city. There are examples of prosper­ 
ous towns in Texas that were ruined 
by these railroad barons as ruthlessly 
as were those obstinate cities of yore. I 
* 
New town sites were laid out on 
lands gi’ en, or bought for a song, I 
and the lotts sold at auction. The old 
towns were deserted at a great loss to 
the sett ers while they moved to the 
railroad to grow' up in business with 
the new town. A road would accept 
the bonus of a town and then build 
by it and often develop a new town 
nearby to destroy the old and merely 
meet the demands of the law by 
building a tap or spur into the old 
town. The actual facts of these early 
outrages are yet so fresh 
in 
the 
memories of those who suffered by 
them as to need no more definite 
mention. 
Not only did 
the counties 
and 
cities contribute liberally in rights of 
way and bonuses to the building of 
these roads, but the state granted 
vast areas of her rich public domain 
free in orck-r to secure the needed 
development of transportation facili­ 
ties. 
Nor were these the only means 
of raising funds to make rich rail­ 
road barons. 
The simple device of 
watering stocks made the streams of 
revenue flow’ from the public to the 
private wealth. 
But the public suffered in other 
ways at the hands of these robber 
barons besides paying outright for 
the property that was thus appropri­ 
ated to the ends of private fortunes. 
The injuries to person and property 
incident to an indifferent administra­ 
tion were so frequent and flagrant 
that they became unbearable. 
A 
breed of lawyers was developed to 
cope w’ith the situation and they are 
busy yet preying on friend and foe 
alike. 
Last, but not least, of the abuses 
suffered of these robber barons was 
the virtual enslavement of their em­ 
ployes engaged in the toil of the ac­ 
tual operation and maintainance of 
the roads. 
They were subjected to 
such long hours as to endanger the 
lives of the traveling public and were 
so exhausted as to be unfit for social 
enjoyment, either at home or else­ 
where. While the hours were se long, 
the pay was so short as to keep the 
laborers and their families in actual 
want of the necessary comforts of 
life and deprive their children of the 
opportunities of education. 
It is not my purpose to dwell on 
these abuses of our public services to 
the exclusion of the advantages that 
we have received but to make em­ 
phatic the need of reforms which are 
imperative and which I shall attempt 
to set forth in later articles.
